7. Claims 2-8 would be allowed. 

The following is a statement of reason for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Claims 2-8 arc considered allowable since the prior art of record and the considered 
pertinent to the applicant's disclosure docs not teach or suggest the claimed invention having the 
developing laminate is etched planar to the point of the portion of the first conductive metal layer 
covering the semiconductor columns is removed again; and the end of the first conductive metal 
layer penetrating to the surface of the laminate are etched back in a metal-specific manner and a 
third insulating layer is deposited on the laminate with subsequent renewed planar etching; or the 
ends of the first conductive metal layer penetrating to the surface of the laminate are converted to 
an insulator by oxidizing or nitriding ; and finally depositing a second conductive metal layer on 
the laminate as cited in claim 2. 

Claims 3-8 are depend on claim 2.
